Re: WRO6AHK Repeater Operations 
Dear Wendell: 


I appeared before the last Board meeting of the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club and 
confirmed the Rocky Ridge Repeater Group is still a committee of MDARC in good stand- 
ing and that WR6OAHK, Sanctioned to operate on 147.66/147.06 MHz and WR6ARG, Sanctioned 
to operate on 222.14/223.74 MHz, are the only repeaters recognized and Sanctioned in 
the MDARC. I then was called on and made a full report on the current status of WR6AHK 
and our plans for its future. Upon completion, I received their full support. Later in 
the week, I made a full report at the regular meeting of the RRRG and received their 
unanimous support. 


During the time we were having technical difficulties with WR6AHK, you put K6POU /R up 
on 147,.66/147.06 MHz and we decided to utilize this time to replace the old WR6AHK with 
another machine. It is now ready to operate and we have set a date of March 14, 1981, 
at 12:00 Noon in order that I might give you proper advance notice. 


I respectfully request, as the Chairman of the RRRG that you extend to us the courtesy 
and cooperation of not operating K6POU/R on 147.66/147.06 MHz after that time and date. 
For that cooperation, I again state our pledge to you and your group in keeping with 
the agreement entered into by the parties in a meeting in December, 1980, to actively 
pursue an all out effort to get you a frequency for K6POU/R to operate on at its 
current location on Mt. Diablo. I honestly believe with a joint effort on both our 
parts, we will succeed. I have appointed a committee at your request to work on this. 


Chuck Welch, WA6MWU and myself stand ready to meet with your committee upon request 
and we Will meet with anyone we can in order to resolve this as expediently as possible. 
The sooner the better; that is our pledge to you. 


We have a busy schedule planned for WR6AHK this year, many of which will go a long Way 
in making our communities aware of the Amateur Radio Service and its many useful 
functions available upon request, not only in time of emergency but also in our every 
day lives. 


Let me clearly state my position which is shared by Bill Leoppard, WBO6NMU, the new 
President of MDARC. We are not interested in the very negative past history, it 
serves no purpose to re-hash what cannot be changed. We look forward into the future 
of which we have some control. 


We want to see both repeaters (WR6AHK & K6POU/R) in service for all to use on different 
frequencies, each of them have their own different areas of coverage and can provide 
excellent service. Let's work together to show what Amateur Radio Service really is. 

We await your call. Thank you.

Subject: Operating and sanction agreement between MDARC/RRRG 
and MDRA for frequency pairs 144.73/145.33 MHz and 147.66/06 MHz. 


It is agreed that George Ledoux WA6TYB has reached an agree- 
ment and has made available 144.73/145.33 to MDARC/RRRG and MDRA 
to settle the long standing dispute on 147.66/06. It is further 
agreed that K6POU/R will run tests on 144 .737145. 33 on the Mt. 
Diablo site. If for some reason beyond the control of either 
group, the Mt. Diablo site can not operate 145.33 then RRRG will 
take that frequency on Rocky Ridge. It is further agreed which- 
ever group ends up with 145.33 will lose it's current sanction on 
147.66/06. During the interim period not to exceed ninety (90) 
days from the date of this agreement MDARC/RRRG and MDRA will 
operate 147.66/.06 on a shared basis as follows: K6POU/R will 
operate from 6 P.M. on Sundays through 6 P.M. on Fridays at which 
time WR6AHK will come on and operate over the weekends.
